Round Table calls 



BONFIRE night will be a 
damp squib for families 
after the cancellation of 
Newmarket’s main pub¬ 
lic fireworks display 
Crowds of around 3,000 
usually enjoy the display But 
the show has been called off 
because the organisers from 
the Round Table do not have 
enough members to ensure it 
can be run safely 
There are just five members of 
Newmarket Round Table, but at 
least a dozen volunteers are needed 
to run the show, which was due to 
have been staged on Saturday, 
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November 3, on the St Felix Middle 
School field. 

The cancellation is likely to send 
more people to Newmarket Lions 
Club’s display on the same night, at 
Exning Cricket Club ground just 
outside the town. 

Keith Grimsey past chairman of 
Newmarket Round Table and an 
organiser of the fireworks, said he 
hoped the cancellation would be 
only for this year - as long as more 
people joined the charity organis¬ 
ation in time for next year’s dis- 
play 

In the past the show has made 


money for local organisations and 
good causes. But for the past two 
years the show has been subsidised 
by the Round Table. 

Mr Grimsey said: “Health and 
safety requirements have in¬ 
creased the costs over the last few 
years. It costs about £6,000 to put on 
the show. 

“But the biggest problem is just a 
lack of members. I’m 32 and I’m 
the youngest member. Our upper 
age limit is 45. 

“Newmarket is a small town and 
a lot of people commute to London 
to work and they don’t have time to 
join organisations like ours. 

“We enjoy doing the fireworks 
and it’s sad that we can’t do it this 
year.” 


The future of the display 
depends on more people joining 
the Round Table and Mr Grimsey 
appealed for anyone interested in 
joining to contact him on (01638) 
603781 or visit the website 
www. n e wmarke tro un d ta ble. org. 
uk 

Chris Rawlinson, of Newmarket 
Lions, said: “We could have helped 
out with the Round Table display, if 
we had been given more notice. But 
at this late stage we won’t be able 
to. 

“It’s a shame that the Round 
Table display won’t be happening. 
We shall have to make sure we 
have extra volunteers at our 
display to cope with the extra 
crowds.”

Newmarket station has two adopters, 
Michael Baldwin and Reuben Walsh. 
Mr Walsh went to the rural station 
awards ceremony, but Mr Baldwin 
was unable to attend. The station at 
Newmarket has no staff. 

The adopters alert railway staff to 
faults and defects which need 
attention in order to keep the station 
in top condition. 

The garden at the station has been 
maintained by volunteers from 
Newmarket in Bloom. 

Coun Warwick Hirst, chairman of the 
gardening group, said: “This is a good 
result because all the work was done 
by volunteers.”

eBay scam mum must 
compensate victims 


A WOMAN must pay 
compensation to preg¬ 
nant mums she conned on 
eBay by selling prams 
that were never dis¬ 
patched. 

Simone Marley, a 34-year-old 
mother of two, made £4,363 by 
scamming 12 victims on the 
internet auction site, magi¬ 
strates in Ely heard. 

Among the victims were five 
pregnant women who thought 
they had secured top-of-the- 
range Bugaboo Gecko prams for 
their babies. 

Magistrates ordered Marley, 
who gave her address as 
Scaltback Close, Newmarket, to 
pay £100 compensation to each 
of the nine people who lost the 
most money. She must pay £125 
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costs, as well as completing a 12- 
month community order and 
forfeiting two laptop computers 
she used in the scam. 

Andrew Williams, prosecu¬ 
ting, said one mother, a graphic 
designer, was seven months 
pregnant and lost £490. 

Another victim was a foster 
parent looking for a forward¬ 
facing pram for a child with 
particular needs she was 
looking after, who ended up 
losing £392. 

Marley, who admitted 12 
counts of theft during a prev¬ 
ious court appearance, used an 
account under the name “W 
Harper”, registered to her then 
address in The Causeway, 


Soham, for the cheques that 
came in. 

After victims found the prams 
did not show up, they informed 
police. Officers visited the 
address in The Causeway and 
arrested Marley. 

Mr Williams said Marley had 
told police in an interview that 
she was looking for ways to 
make money and hit on the 
legitimate practice of “drop¬ 
shipping”, where retailers do 
not keep goods in stock but pass 
on customer orders to suppliers, 
as the best option. 

Jenny Turner, mitigating, 
told magistrates that Marley 
had set out to operate properly. 

Ms Turner said: “These 
offences were not premeditated, 
they were not intentional, they 
were not outright dishonest. It 
was the case that she fully 


intended to fulfil these contracts. 

“However, these offences 
became dishonest when she 
failed to take action when she 
fell into difficulties of her 
own.” 

Ms Turner told the court the 
money coming in from eBay 
was “swallowed up” by Marley’s 
existing outgoings on rent and 
other items before she had 
placed orders for the prams. 

Ms Turner said: “Everything 
was on top of her and, in effect, 
she bottled it. She realises 
contacting the purchasers and 
explaining she was unable to 
fulfil would perhaps have been a 
better way to proceed.” 

Marley did not buy luxury 
items with the proceeds and has 
shown regret and remorse for 
her actions, the court was told.

Security chief denies 
‘getting Fallon’ claim 


HORSERACING’S 
head of security has 
denied making a 
drunken claim that he 
was “out to get” six 
times champion jock¬ 
ey Kieren Fallon. 

Paul Scotney, a former 
senior Metropolitan police 
detective, was accused by a 
defence lawyer of making 
the claim at a social 
function in November 2006 
during cross-examination 
at the Old Bailey trial of 
Fallon and five other men 
alleged to have been in¬ 
volved in a £2.12 million 
betting scam. 

Mr Scotney, head of 
security for the British 
Horseracing Authority, was 
questioned by Christopher 
Sallon QC, representing 
Shaun Lynch, about a 
complaint against him by 
trainer Alan Jarvis. 

Mr Sallon put it to him: 
“At that meeting in 2006, 
which Mr Jarvis attended, 
you said quite audibly that 
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you will get Kieren Fallon if 
this is the last thing you 
do?” 

Mr Scotney replied: “I 
would not have said that.” 

He also denied making 
the remark while drunk. 

Mr Scotney, a former 
police superintendent, 
became head of security at 
the Jockey Club, whose 
regulatory functions have 
since passed to the British 
Horseracing Authority, in 
October 2003. 

He told the court that the 
investigation was sparked 
by information from the 
online betting exchange 
Betfair. 

He said that Miles 
Rodgers, the businessman 
accused of being at the 
centre of the conspiracy, 
had been brought to the 
attention of racing auth¬ 
orities in early 2003. 

The authority, then 



known as the Jockey Club, 
had been alerted to unusual 
betting patterns following a 
race involving Legal Set the 
previous December. 


Ridden by Darren Will¬ 
iams, one of three jockeys 
on trial, it lost the race. 

Rodgers had allegedly 
won money by betting on 
the horse to lose. 

Mr Scotney described 
how Rodgers was “warned 
off” racing in March 2004 
after a disciplinary panel 
ruled that he had laid two of 
his own horses - not alleged 
to be among the horses in 
the current case - to lose. 

This was in breach of a 
ruling in September 2003 
forbidding owners to “lay” 
their own horse to lose. 

It is alleged that the six 
defendants were involved in 
a conspiracy with others to 
defraud Betfair customers 
and other punters. They 
deny the charges. 

Fallon, 42, formerly of 
Newmarket, but now of 
Tipperary, Ireland, is on 
bail with his five co¬ 
defendants. 

The case continues.

She 
managed to struggle free 
and he grabbed the other 
girl’s arm before she 
managed to pull away.

Sport on green 
‘not good value’ 


CRICKET could cost the 
taxpayer more than 
£15,000 if it is moved to a 
town green, claims New¬ 
market’s mayor. 

Coun Bill Burch is worried 
that additional maintenance 
costs for the town’s Severals 
green will mean above-inflation 
Council Tax rises. 

Coun Burch, an outspoken 
opponent of moves to use the 
green for sport, said: “The bud¬ 
get for the first year’s mainte¬ 
nance is more than £9,000 
which is equivalent to three per 
cent of the council’s total 
budget - and that is before we 
add inflation and other rises in 
costs. 

“If it is only going to be used 
at weekends by 22 blokes play¬ 
ing cricket that doesn’t look 
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like good value to me. 

“It’s the only piece of com¬ 
mon land in Newmarket and 
should be available for 
everyone to use. 

“I feel I have lost the battle on 
this one because I have been 
outvoted.” 

Budget figures presented to 
the council show the first 
year’s maintenance costs would 
be £9,130 rising to more than 
£15,000. 

The scheme, which has been 
supported by other members of 
the council and local sports 
clubs, includes building chan¬ 
ging rooms and a pavilion at a 
cost of around £500,000. 

Grants from the lottery and 


other organisations are expect¬ 
ed to help meet the cost. 

Newmarket Cricket Club had 
led the move to bring matches 
back to The Severals. 

The club has suffered van¬ 
dalism at its current pitch on 
the town’s George Lambton 
playing fields which have been 
intended for business develop¬ 
ment in the future. 

The Severals has been used 
for cricket in the past and 
supporters of the scheme say it 
will bring back a “village 
green” atmosphere to the town. 

Neil Vollenhoven, chairman 
of the cricket club and Sport 
Newmarket, an organisation 
including 17 clubs in the town, 
said he hoped the cost of 
maintaining the green as a 
sports pitch would be offset by 
payments by clubs to use it. 


Gran’s bid to walk Great Wall

Anne Campbell, a former 
local government auditor 
at Cambridgeshire County 
Council, and her friend 
Marianne Wilson flew out 
on Friday for the trip. 

They planned to tackle 
more than 60 miles in five 
days, culminating in the 
1,200 steps of the 
Stairway to Heaven on the 
sixth day. 

Mrs Campbell, 55, who 
lives in Church Lane, 


Kennett, is walking to 
raise money for the 
Alzheimer’s Society in 
memory of her father, 
James McLean, who died, 
aged 67, after suffering 
with the disease. 

She said: “This is a 
chance for me to do 
something in his memory 
and also help raise 
awareness of the 
Alzheimer’s Society.” 

Mrs Campbell, who has 
three grandchildren and 
now works as company 
accountant for De Niro’s 
nightclub in Newmarket, 
has undergone two major 
operations to fuse 


vertebrae in her neck as 
the result of injuries she 
received in a car crash.

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Family devastated 
by accidental death 


A FATHER of four died 
accidentally after being 
electrocuted as he 
worked at a substation, 
an inquest has found. 

Stephen Kirkup died as he 
worked on a portable primary 
earth at an electricity sub¬ 
station in Burwell, a coroner’s 
court in Wisbech heard. 

A jury was told that the 41- 
year-old was working from a 
cherry picker to take down the 
equipment, which was located 
near overhead power lines 
carrying 400,000 volts. 

Though the primary earth 
was not connected to the power 
lines, there was an induced 
voltage in the system of up to 
14,000 volts. The jury returned 
a verdict of accidental death 
by electrocution.

Coroner David Osborne 
made a statement to the court 
on the need to formalise 
procedures for portable 
primary earths, echoing 
recommendations from the 
Health and Safety Executive 
(HSE) investigation into the 
incident. 

The inquest heard evidence 
from the HSE, from the 
National Grid, which operates 
the substation in Weirs Drove, 
and from Siemens, which 
employed Mr Kirkup. 

Mr Kirkup, from Newcastle, 
died on Monday, December 11, 
2006. 

At the time of his death, his 
wife Emma, 38, said she and 
the couple’s four children - 


Scott, 12, Shaun, 10, Fay, nine, 
and Ruth, seven - were left 
“absolutely devastated”. 

She said: “We loved him so 
much and can’t believe he is no 
longer here. He has left a huge 
void in our lives. 

“He had an infectious 
personality and made other 
people feel good about 
themselves. 

“He was very popular and 
enjoyed a laugh - he would see 
the funny side in everything.” 

Mr Kirkup was responsible 
for a small team of people, 
installing and commissioning 
high voltage electrical equip¬ 
ment at substations around the 
country. 

He was a dedicated fan of 
Newcastle United and held a 
season ticket at St James’ 
Park.

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Residents oppose 
scheme for homes 


A £3.1 MILLION plan to 
redevelop part of a for¬ 
mer council housing 
estate is facing oppo¬ 
sition. 

Former tenants who bought 
their homes are worried that 
they will find themselves 
“living in a building site” if the 
scheme goes ahead. 

The owner-occupiers in 
Charles Close, Newmarket, 
have also complained that they 
have not been fully consulted by 
Kings Forest Housing which 
wants to carry out the scheme. 

The housing association 
wants to knock down four 
blocks of flats and four houses - 
a total of 20 homes - and 
replace them with 27 houses 
and bungalows. 

But Newmarket Town Coun¬ 
cil’s development and planning 
committee has voted unan¬ 
imously to object to the scheme. 
The committee’s decision has to 
be confirmed by the full council 
at a meeting on Monday 
because the scheme is a major 
development. 

A group of residents attended

the committee meeting to put 
their views. 

One of them, George Sutton, 
said: “We feel very bitter about 
the way we have been treated. 
The tenants are being offered 
alternative accommodation 
while the work is being carried 
out. 

“Is it unreasonable for us to 
be treated the same? We bought 
our houses from the council in 
good faith and feel we will be 
living in a building site for two 
years.” 

He said that owner-occupiers 
had to find out about the 
scheme from tenants who were 
being better informed by the 
housing association. 

He said there were issues 
about parking and access to the 
street while the work was being 
carried out. 

The development will leave 12 
houses - some owned by the 
housing association and some 
privately owned. 

A proposal by Coun Chris 
Turner, deputy mayor, for a 


formal objection to the scheme 
on grounds of over-dev¬ 
elopment was accepted by the 
committee. They also raised 
concern about a reduction in 
parking spaces and a lack of 
consultation with the owner- 
occupies. 

But Richard Radcliffe, 
regional director of Kings 
Forest, told the Weekly News : 
“We spoke to everybody around 
the area about 18 months ago. 
We discussed it with the owner- 
occupiers as well as our own 
tenants.” 

He said the plans were at an 
early stage and building work 
was not due to start until late 
2009-2010. 

The aim of the scheme was to 
replace 50-year-old pre-cast 
concrete buildings and provide 
modern homes for tenants. 

Remaining pre-cast houses 
owned by Kings Forest would 
be clad in brick and upgraded. 

He said Kings Forest was 
honouring the promise it made 
to upgrade the former Forest 
Heath District Council homes it 
took over three years ago.

I 
would have hated for him to 
suffer. He was quite a 
character.” 

Mr Woollard, who lived at the 
Somerset Court sheltered 
housing scheme at Cheveley, 
was a lay preacher at Saxon 
Street village Methodist Church 
which he had attended since he 
was a child. 


He spent his working life looking 
after stallions on a local stud 
farm. 

Some of his favourite hymns will 
be sung at his funeral on 
Monday at the church at 2pm 
and he will be buried next to his 
wife Queenie, who died in 2001 
aged 93, in Cheveley 
churchyard. 

He is survived by four daughters 
and eight grandchildren and nine 
great-grandchildren. 

His family have asked for 
donations to Saxon Street 
Methodist Church at the service.

Sadler’s Wells filly 
attracts record bid 


A NEW world record price paid 
for a young racehorse at the 
Newmarket sales has stunned 
the racing world. 

The 2.5 million guineas (£2,625,000) 
paid for the unnamed horse set a new 
record for a yearling filly. It was also the 
highest price paid for a yearling 
anywhere in the world this year. 

The horse was bought at Tattersalls 
racehorse auction in Newmarket by 
London-based bloodstock agent Charlie 
Gordon-Watson, who was acting on 
behalf of Phones4u finance director 
Craig Bennett. 

Mr Bennett, who lives in Cheshire, 
indicated that the filly would be trained in 
Newmarket by Luca Cumani, who also 
trains his favourite for the Melbourne 
Cup, Purple Moon. 

The filly was sired by stallion Sadler’s 
Wells, the 14-times champion sire whose 
offspring have won around 270 races. 

The price was more than double the 
amount paid for the previous top-priced 
horse at the sale. 

Top trainer Mickey Quinn was stunned 
at the gamble, as there’s no guarantee 
the horse will create enough income to 
cover the purchase price. 

He said: “I still can’t get my head 
around the figures that are paid. They 
just don’t stack up, but then again the 
market is buoyant at the moment and

she is a beautiful-looking filly. But buying 
her at that price doesn’t guarantee 
anything. I think four of five of the top 
sellers never made it to the race track. 

“But even if she doesn’t race there is 
still the pedigree and he could make his 
money back with just the breed name. 

“It’s like the money they pay for 
Premiership players. For a working-class 
lad from Liverpool it’s hard to get my 
head around.” 

Tattersalls marketing director Jimmy 
George was surprised at the price but 
believes the filly is worth every penny. 

He said: “She was lovely and from a 
beautiful breed. 

“We didn’t expect her to fetch that 
much. World records don’t come along 
very often but a beautiful horse like that

doesn’t come along very often, either. 

“She could be a champion. Her sister 
won a top race in Europe last week so 
that sparked more interest. The bidding 
was pretty competitive but there is only 
ever one winner.” 

Mr Gordon-Watson also bid a million 
guineas (£1,050,000) on the same day 
for a grey colt sired by Dalakhani, 
winner of eight out of his nine races and 
runner-up in the Irish Derby. 

On the second day, John Ferguson, 
agent for Sheikh Mohammed, the ruler 
of Dubai, paid a million guineas 
(£1,050,000) for a bay colt sired by 
another top stallion, Gone West, which 
also has breeding links with Sadler’s 
Wells. 

Over four days of the sales around 
500 horses were sold for a total of more 
than £63 million, with an average price 
of around £131,000.

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PTA mum who stole spared jail 


A MOTHER has been given 
a suspended jail sentence 
for stealing nearly £6,500. 

Christine Byford, 41, stole the 
cash from fundraising events 
held by the Parent Teacher 
Association at her daughter’s 
school. 

She took the money from 
Newmarket’s Houldsworth Valley 
Primary School for more than 
two years to pay personal bills. 

She had been warned she could 
face prison for the serious breach 
of trust while she was the PTA 
treasurer, but magistrates gave 


her a 16-week sentence, suspended 
for a year, after reading a pro¬ 
bation officer’s report. 

Magistrates at Bury St 
Edmunds also ordered Byford to 
do 240 hours of unpaid com¬ 
munity work and pay £60 towards 
the cost of the prosecution. 

The court heard that her 
family had rallied round and had 
paid the money back to the PTA. 

Byford had admitted stealing 
the money between September 
2004 and January of this year. 

Magistrate Jim Spencer told 
her: “Your previous good char¬ 
acter is now tarnished.” 


Rachel Mahony, prosecuting, 
said the cash was missed from 
the PTA accounts when an audit 
was carried out after two years. 

Byford, of Tannersfield Way, 
Newmarket, admitted she had 
taken the cash when she was 
confronted about it and promised 
to pay it back by taking out a 
loan. 

But the police were called 
when the cash had not been 
repaid after three months. 

Claire Lockwood, defence soli¬ 
citor, said Byford, who has two 
children aged three and eight, 
had been helped by her family 


who had repaid the cash and paid 
off high-interest loans she took 
out in an attempt to pay back the 
PTA. 

Miss Lockwood said: “Had she 
succeeded in repaying this she 
may not have found herself in 
this position.” 

She said that Byford had taken 
out loans in desperation - one for 
£1,000 had a 65 per cent interest 
rate. 

Miss Lockwood said that 
newspaper reports about the case 
had already acted as a form of 
punishment for Byford.

Gravesen 
makes his 
Tigers’ bid 

MILDENHALL’S ‘Search for a Star’ 
Supporters’ Trophy unearthed a real 
talent the club will be aiming to include in 
next season’s Premier League squad. 
Danish rider Jan Gravesen, who coasted 
to victories in his first four rides, 
astonished the West Row fans by hurtling 
home in his second race less than 0.1 sec 
outside the track record. 

It was only the second time the 
20-year-old rider had raced at the Suffolk 
circuit, after a couple of practice rides 
following a Premier League match. 

He confirmed that, after two years in the 
Swedish second division, he was looking 
for a place with a Premier League club, 
and that there were continuing talks with 
the Mildenhall promotion. 

“I like the track,” he said, “I’ve just 
finished my education in Denmark and 
the next step for me is the Premier 
League over here, but nothing has been 
decided at this stage.” 

He easily outpaced another promising 
rookie, Australian Jamie Holder, in the 
second heat of the tournament in the 
time of 50.28sec which took him close to 
Fen Tiger Shaun Tacey’s record. 

But after defeating top-rated British 
youngster Joe Haines - a Scunthorpe 
rider - in heat 14, Gravesen did not win 
the tournament as expected. 

He slammed into the fence in his fifth 
race after drifting wide and, maybe a little 
shaken, was beaten in the final after a 
four-lap duel with former Fen Tiger 
Matthew Wright. 

Wright, who now races for Boston in the 
Conference League, produced a series of 
lightning starts towards the end of the 
meeting to become a shock winner. 

He led all the way from Holder in heat 18, 
beat the Aussie again in the 
semi-final, then flashed from the tapes in 
the final to hold off Gravesen, with Haines 
third and another Boston rider Darren 
Mallett fourth. 

There were a couple of frightening 
crashes in the meeting which, 
astonishingly, did not lead to serious 
injuries. Ely-based German rider Henning 
Loof somehow escaped with bad 
bruising after he lost control in heat six 
and was rammed by Jerran Hart, who 
was unable to avoid him. And in heat 11 
ex-Mildenhall rider Mark Thompson got 
off the stretcher - with an ambulance 
waiting - and walked back to the pits 
after a high-speed first-bend pile-up.

Sayer felt organisers should make 
contingency plans for such incidents 
and added: “It’s a delicate balance.

“On a positive note we can now 
concentrate on the league 
programme, where our next 
scheduled game is against Thetford 
on October 27, so we have a couple of 
weeks to get everyone back and fit 
again.”
